5. Caledonia — Addendum II to Wholesale Agreement

Eric DeLong reported that Caledonia’s contract included a set rate for a certain amount
of flow. They have already exceeded that flow and want to change to the normal rate
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methodology rather than the 10-year phasing. The proposed addendum was provided
for review by members.

Motion 15-22: Mike Lunn, supported by Wayne Jernberg, moved to recommend
Addendum II to the Wholesale Agreement with Caledonia Township to the City
Commission for approval. Motion carried

6. WWTP Items

WWTP Model :

Dr. Belia reported that they have been working with the Environmental Services
Department on modeling. The Treatment Plant Model can be used for many more
things. She displayed what the simulators look like and noted the types of things they
are looking at doing. This model shaves peaks off energy use and also on ammonia
use.

Eric DeLong asked how this compares to the discharge limit we are trying to achieve.
Dr. Belia indicated that the sytem is at a very comfortable point with this, below what
we need to meet.

Mr. DeLong noted that we need to know when we will be able to review the work
being done on zone gating as part of the Master Plan. Wayne Jernberg indicated it may
be ready by February or March. Mike Lunn agreed that this time schedule may work,
but it would definitely be ready by 2™ quarter 2016. Eric DeLong noted that we need
to be sure it’s ready in time for the next rate study.

First Quarter FY2016 Financial Report and Operational Graphs

Molly Eastman reviewed the information provided in the meeting materials. She noted
that more significant items may be able to be called out after we get further into the
fiscal year. There is a decline being seen in treated flow and pumped flow. She noted
that this will come into play more in the rate smoothing methodology as we go forward.

Eric DeLong asked if we could take a look at what geographic areas are seeing the
increase in new customers. Nicole Pasch will follow up on mapping this information.

Draft Term Sheet for Solar Energy Project

Mark DeClercq reported that we have a draft term sheet with American Capital Energy.
He listed all the parties and participants in the process. The term sheet will lead to the
actual Power Purchase Agreement. They expect to have the actual term sheet for the
UAB’s review by next month. Eric DeLong noted that it may need to go to City
Commission before it comes here due to meeting schedules.

Comprehensive Master Plan

WWTP Projected Loading, Flow and Population - Mike Lunn showed slides that are
updated from what was provided in the meeting materials. Even with this growth
through 2035, we should be well under capacity.

Breese Stam noted that the flows are going down, so the volumes are going down but
the loadings are still going up.

Tim Bradshaw asked if there will be additional maintenance costs in the future. Mr.
Lunn indicated that we have an aggressive cleaning schedule now to address this. Our
largest issue currently is wipes in the system. We have to clean every other day to take
care of the number of wipes being added to the system. Staff are currently looking at
options for other ways to handle this.

Water Projected Population and Annual Day Demand - Joellen Thompson referred
members to the information provided in the meeting materials. Population is projected
to grow slightly and demand to grow at a slightly faster rate. In 2035, it is projected
that we will still be under our total available capacity. Wayne Jernberg noted that the
Comprehensive Master Plan is showing that there will be a lot of new growth in Ottawa
County.
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MDEQ Asset Management and Capital Improvement Plan requirements - Joellen
Thompson referred to the memo from MDEQ in the meeting materials and noted the
dates by which we must submit the Capital Improvement and Asset Management Plans
to the MDEQ.

Ms. Thompson then reviewed slides on asset management. They are working with a
consultant on an Asset Management Plan on all of their linear assets. Staff will also
then work on a plan for other assets such as lift stations, etc., after completion of this
work. She noted that they are also working with the City Engineer’s Office on an asset
management plan for building roofs. She reviewed the results of their gap analysis.
Each area was rated on a scale of 1-4. We are at an average score of 1.8 and the goal
will be to get closer to an average of 3. They are using the AWWA benchmarking
guide for assistance in creating their key performance indicators.

13. Updates

a. Contract Awards
Eric DeLong noted that the report was attached for review. There were no
comments or questions.

b. ACSET Amendment to Agreement
Nicole Pasch reported that the Amendment has been signed and is now complete.

¢. Demand Response Pilot Program
Mike Lunn reported that this program has now ended. We haven’t gotten the
check yet for the five times we were asked to participate.

d. Food Innovation District
Eric DeLong indicated that he will work to have an update on this in December.

e. UAB Rate Review Subcommittee
Eric DeLong indicated that this group will meet again after the first of the year to
finish their work.

f. S-year Extension of Water/Sewer Agreements
These will not be completed until the Rate Review Subcommittee’s work is done.

14. Items from Members

Tim Bradshaw introduced Mark Rambo, Kentwood’s new Deputy City Administrator.

Mike Lunn noted he is on a joint committee looking at Resource Recovery. This is
really a paradigm shift because the MDEQ is coming up with dollars to encourage this
work.
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George Haga reported on the street work and changes being done in Ada.

15. Next Meeting
The next meeting of the UAB is scheduled for Thursday, 17, and will be held at the

1900 Oak Industrial Drive building. Mr. DeLong noted that we will hold our annual
holiday meeting during January.

Grand Rapids renames Wastewater Treatment Plant to Water Resource

Recovery Facility to more accurately reflect focus on sustainability
Name change highlights plant’s emphasis on contributing to a cleaner and safer environment

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. - The Grand Rapids City Commission today approved changing the
name of the city’s Wastewater Treatment Facility to the Water Resource Recovery Facility,
a switch that city leaders say better represents the operation’s growing focus on energy
efficiency and other sustainability practices.

“Words are powerful, and the new name recognizes Grand Rapids as a leader in preserving
the environment,” said Mayor George Heartwell.

The new moniker is in keeping with new guidelines adopted by the Water Environment
Federation, a Virginia-based association of water quality professionals around the world
that is encouraging the recovery of resources such as water, nutrients and energy from
waste streams.

Grand Rapids’ newly christened Water Resource Recovery Facility, 1300 Market Ave. SW,
already has adopted various sustainability practices. For example, it uses energy recovery
from the facility’s final effluent to heat and cool the Environmental Services Department’s
administration building, it uses plant effluent instead of potable water for a variety of plant
operations, and it is engaged in a solar power project at the former Butterworth Landfill on
Market Avenue SW that would provide green energy for plant operations.

The term “water resource recovery facility” puts the focus more on the products and
benefits of treatment rather than the waste coming into such operations, the Water
Environment Federation says.

“The name change will also help us better appreciate the value of what the dedicated
workers at the facility really do, and in turn give them greater pride in the jobs they
perform,” Heartwell said.

“The City of Grand Rapids has dedicated public servants who work at the facility and play
important roles in the preservation of our precious water resource,” he said. “These



professionals are on the front line of valuable work and make significant contributions to a
safer environment.”

Today’s City Commission actions come after the city’s Utility Advisory Board unanimously
voted on Nov. 19 to approve the name change.

The Grand Rapids Water Resource Recovery Facility, constructed in 1930 and expanded
over the years, now provides service for 11 communities within a 125-square-mile area of
West Michigan. It treats an average of 40 million gallons of water per day.

On 12/8/15 ESD Staff meet with the Right Place and Surcharge Customers for the second time.
These meetings have been beneficial for information exchange and sharing. It was suggested
that the meetings become more formal and that an advisory committee be formed that would
report out to the City Commission. The draft of their proposal is attached for review and
discussion.

They are supportive of the initiatives that the City is undertaking. The focus is sufficient future
capacity, reducing costs related to surcharges and area growth. For example, they are very
supportive of the electronic reporting initiative, plant and sewer modeling work, concentrated
waste and concentrated receiving station work. The name change to Water Resource Recovery
Facility and moving towards resource recovery was also very well received.

The meeting included the Right Place, Amway, Founders, Festiva Foods and Williams and
Works (they work for some surcharge customers).

Grand Rapids Wastewater User Group
November 10, 2015 Meeting Notes

The objective of the User Group is to become a more collaborative partner with
the city in the operation and improvement of the City’s wastewater treatment
system.

To guide future discussions, and the on-going working relationship and actions
between the User Group and the Wastewater Operations staff directed by Michael
Lunn, the following steps are offered:

1. The creation of a city commission “Advisory Committee” of city staff and
private company representatives, especially larger waste generators, to
identify strategies and actions for the long —term operation of the
treatment system.

2. Such strategicinitiative might be charged with development of a committee
report with recommendations to be presented to the City Commission by
December 31, 2016.

3. Areas of interest to be reviewed as a part of a strategic plan initiative could
be:

a. Costs of operation currently and projected during the next 3 years,

b. Potential capital improvement outlays for upgrading treatment
capacity and quality.

c. Treatment option alternatives that could alleviate or eliminate the
imposition of surcharges.

d. Business retention, expansion and attraction efforts coordination
between The Right Place and city economic development staff
targeting especially food processing companies.

e. Options for the segregation of waste stream inputs including the
staging of peak-non-peak releases.

f. Metering options, including recognition of water in-water used in
product development and water out water discharge accuracy.

In an effort to assist PTJ Properties with due diligence in regard to a bundle of parcels near the

intersection of 52™ Street and Breton Avenue in the City of Kentwood, the City offers this -

summary of two pertinent conversations,

On November 13, 2015, staff from the Cities of Kentwood and Grand Rapids met with you and
Phil Jansma of PTJ Properties. The discussion was wide-ranging, but centered on which City’s
public utilities (water and sanitary sewer) were best suited to serve much of the area in
Kentwood known as “Section 34,” and specifically the bundle PTJ has option to purchase.

As part of that discussion, the City of Grand Rapids indicated it is prepared to serve a 70 acre
development in the area of Breton and 52", with a density of approximately 4 residential units
per acre such as one that may be proposed by PTJ Properties, with sanitary sewer service. Grand
Rapids indicated its preference to serve the area by way of a 12 inch sewer at Wing and 52", but
that the sewer in Paris Park east of Wing Avenue would also have capacity.

On the other hand, Grand Rapids indicated that before it was prepared to serve that same
potential development with water service, a “backbone*»would need to be installed connecting a
12 inch water main in 52" Street to a 16 inch main in 60" Street about a % mile east of Wing
Avenue. This was due to discussions they’ve had with the MDEQ, as well as to reservations
internal to the Grand Rapids water department, that the main on 52" Street should not be
extended to provide additional service until it is looped to another water main to safcguard
system reliability. Construction of that backbone is a critical part of Grand Rapids’ overall plan
for their system in this area and Kentwood supported its construction, however the timing of that
backbone main is uncertain.

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Kentwood, then, indicated that it is prepared to serve the potential development, as well as much
of the remainder of Section 34, with water service. No substantial changes to our system are
necessary, as it could be served from existing 12 and 16 inch water mains in 52" Street and 60™
Street, near the intended extension of Breton Avenue occurring as part of any potential
development in the area, ‘On November 20, 2015, Kentwood staff met internally to confirm our
willingness to serve the area with water and to further refine our understanding of the meeting on

the 13t

Accordingly, this letter serves to assure PTJ Properties of the City of Kentwood’s willingness to
serve the properties near 52" and Breton with water service, as well as our intent to support and
expedite the City of Grand Rapids’ efforts to serve the same properties with sanitary sewer
service. It is important to note that connection and frontage charges will be due upon hookup to
all systems involved, and that any developer proposing additional utilities in the area will be
responsible for the construction cost associated with some or all of those utilities, as is standard
practice industry- and area-wide.

Changes in the respective utility district boundaries are necessary regardless of where service
originates, however it is the City’s policy not to begin the process of redistricting until a formal
application for Preliminary Site Plan Review has been made to the Planning Commission in
order to prevent needless redistricting. Rest assured, however, that both the Cities of Kentwood
and Grand Rapids are committed to serve these parcels and that no unusual circumstances stand
in the way of that service.

APPROVAL OF RESOLUTION

The 2015 Preliminary Water/Sewer Rate Study recommended water and sewer utility rate
adjustments as of January 1, 2016, for Grand Rapids and each partner community serviced by
the water supply and sewage disposal systems. City Commission approval of rate adjustments
for partner communities is required through resolution.

Utility Advisory Board (UAB) partners and other partner communities were notified of the
recommended rate adjustments on November 13, 2015, followed by a thirty-day comment period
expiring on December 14, 2015, as provided in the water and sanitary sewer service
agreements. The UAB recommended approval of the proposed water and sewer rates on
November 19, 2015 and rate review meetings with the partner communities were held on
December 4, 2015. To-date, all rate questions from partner communities have been satisfactorily
answered, no other comments have been received from the partner communities, and Wright
Township has elected to contribute $5,000, to their reduce sewer rates effective January 1, 2016.

The comment period has resulted in very minor adjustments in the 2015 Rate Study. In
summary, Water Supply System revenue requirements continue reflect a 1.0% increase, or an
additional $399,363 more than revenues generated by the existing rates and charges, and the
Sewage Disposal System revenue requirements reflect a 0.30% increase (down from the
previously presented 0.55% increase), or an additional $149,339 more than revenues generated
by the existing rates and charges.

The attached resolution approves the recommended water and sewer rates for the City’s retail
and wholesale partner communities for calendar year 2016. A summary of water and sewer
revenue requirement changes, the retail and wholesale summary water and sewer rate sheets,
and a rate schedule for each customer community is included with the resolution.
